RociiK.sTiat, N.Y., Nov. 10. -'riie fire- 
nieii woikeil steady all hist iiii^'lit upon the 
ruins of tlio ilocliesler Steam (iiiayo ami 
Lantern Wfirks buildiii><, and at daylight 
this nil iniiiig seven streaniH were poitriiio 
a ^feat voltnno of water iiiior. tlio aniokiny 
ilihri.i. The siitittored walls threatened to 
fall any iiiouiuiit, l)ut tho ruina had cooKmI 
siillieieiilly lu allow the lireiiicn to make 
a [larti.al .seurcli fur the bodies. About 1' 
o'clock thi.s iiioriiiiig the liroincii \y\h> had 
boon Huarciiiiig for bodies in the ruins, 
came upon the charred roiiiaiius of three 
(if the unfortunates who had perished 
in tho flames. They were evidently the 
bodies of those who had been njiou the 
upi<or floors. Oiio body was rucovored 
intact, but charred bej-oiul recogidtiun. 
.\tiol lier rcsouibletl a human being only in 
that the head and trunk of the body re- 
niaiiied, the arnis and legs being coniploto- 
ly destroyed. Only the charred bones of 
the thiid man could be found. The iden- 
tification of these bodies was an utter im- 
possibility. During tho day iiiuiiy per- 
sona called at the morgue to endeavor to 
find aoiiiu ruHuinblance to thoir missing 
fritiiida, but in vain. At the hospital 
to-day no new deaths occured. Fiviuk 
Siddons in very low and may not recover.

It is eatinuited that 
twonty-hve bodies still remain 
in the ruins. Mayor Parsons will on 
Monday morning appoint a coiiiuiittee of 
citi>:ons to arrange for a grand concert to 
raise funds for the sufferers by the con- 
flagration.

Itralb uf II Crimean ll<'ro. 

London, Nov. 12.— (Jeo. Chas. Bing- 
ham, Earl of Lucan, is dead, aged 8S. 
He served in the army during the 

Crimean campiiign, and took jiart ni the 

famoiia Balaklava charge of the Light 
Brigade, and was made a K. U. B. for his 
services. Hi.s eldest son, (Jeorge Lord 
Bingham, succeeds him. 

[Tho Right Hun. tieorge Charles Binv- 
ham, G. C. B., was the eldest son of the 
second Earl of Lucau. He was boin 
April IGth, 1800. He was educated at 
Weatmiiibter, and at sixteen years of age 
eiiteieil the army .as cnriiet of the First 
Life Cuards. lie served iu tho Rusfliaii 
army in 1828 as a vwluntoor. Ho waa 
eomiuander of the cavalry division during 
tho Crimean campaign, and took part in 
all its principal battles. He is roiuom- 
bered ciiietly in connection with tlie 
memorable charge of the Light Brigade. 
Owing to some mhsajipridiensioii of L.ird 
Raglin's orders, the Light P.rigade, coin- 
niaiided by Lord Cari.lig.an, gallantly en- 
deavored to perform an impossibility. 
After the conclusion of the Crimean win- 
Lord Lucan was appointed Colonel of the 
1st Regiment of the Life Guards. Ho 
was made Lieut. -General in 1858, and 
General iu 18(15. His services in the 
Crimea recidved due recognition at tlie 
bauds both of his Sovereign and the 
Sultan. The Farl of Lucan took part in 
IKjlitics. He was elected member for the 
County of Mayo in IH'JIJ, and held his seat 
until 18ii0. He was in 1840 chosen one 
of the Representative Peers for Ireland. 
It appears that his career as a soldier A-a.s 
much more brilliant than his achieve- 
ments as a politician.]

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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

( )ia' ^'an^■llu\■el■ contempiirariea aeulu to 
think that imlustrial uduciitioii should be 
cniiliiKvl tu Indians and juvcnilo ottundorB. 
Wo trust that they will give the aubjeot 
the iittuntiuii which its very great iinport- 
anoo demands and advocate industrial ed- 
u'oa^ibn for the whole of the children of 
• the proyinoo, white as well as copper-col- 
ored, good as well as bod. A hatter ed- 
ucation for idl is ono of tho grout needs of 
tho tiniu. Childron, girls und boys of 
uvory degree of goodness and badness, 
ought to recoivo a practical education. 
They sliould receive in school tlio knowl- 
edge that will 1)0 useful to them in after 
life. Their bodies should bo trained as 
well as their niiiuls. They should acquire 
tho liiibit of working, of l)oing constantly 
and usefully employed, at a very early 
age. It should be iiuprussud upon thuni 
that labor; labor, witli their hands, is re- 
spcctablo and that it is only idleness that 
is ilisre])iital)le. They should never bo 
allowed til associate workwilli puniahuient. 
It should bo made a source of enjoyment 
and a reward for well-doing rather than a 
))miishment. And it can be niado so. 
Hoys and girls delight in being useful. 
Thoy enjoy making thing.s. They like 
1 1 exorcise au^- mechanical aptitude they 
possess and are proud of the skill they 
acquire. But if work is made the pun- 
ishment of oiFences and the outward and 
visible sign of disgrace, it will be hopeless 
to expect boys and giirla ever to take a 
pride in learning to work. If it is neces- 
sary to liavo roforniatorics, have thoni by 
all means; but let the children in them 
1)0 taught exact I3' what tlio children in 
other scliDols and in tlieir homes are 
taught. Let. tho use of UjoIs be no more 
peculiar to reformatoiy schools than the 
use of jiens ami pencils, and let learning 
to work bo no nmro characteristic of thoni 
thaii learning to read. We have 
idea that if all schools were such aa they 
ought to he, if the restless and mischievous 
boys had their superfluous energies pro- 
perly and usefully directed, there would 
bo less need of reformatories than there 
is. Many a "bad" boy who hates books 
and to whom the inactivity and tho dull- 
ness of the .school-room— iia schools are 
now conducted -are intolerable, would be 
in his element in a work-ahop nmkiug 
sumethiug for himself or for the folks at 
home. He can saw and hammer and chop 
and whittle much bet ter than he can read, 
write and cijiher: and, after all, will not 
his loarninc; t^ handle tools be of more use 
to him when he grows up than that fetish 
with so many that tliey call "learning." 
Our schools should be coHducted so as to 
impart tho learning that every ono needs, 
and it is juiil as much "learning" to be 
able to |)laiio a board well and to hanin<cr 
tuit and shape a jiiei-o of iron projjorly as 
to triinslatu a Latin sentence or donum- 
stmto a proposition in Euclid. 

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

Corporal punishment in schools has be- 
come unpopular. The father who cufTs 

his son for a not voty serious fault, and 
the molhcr wim boxes her daughter's ears 
almost as ofien as she gets out of temper, 
will gi'l I'xceriliiigly angry if tiie scliool 
teichiu' plmislu^s his or her child at all 
severely. \\\) don't believe in corporal 
punishment, either at homo or in tho 
Boliuol, but does it not seem a little un- 
reasonable to expect a man or a woman to 
keep twenty or thirty youngsters in order, 
nearly all of whom are kept in subjection 
at home by fear of the rod or the strap, 
and deny him or her the otily moans of 
niainl.iining dl.scipliiio that they havohuoii 
nccii.stomed to and ai)preciate':' Before 
tho teacher can bo expected to keep order 
without reporting to corporal punishment, 
would it not bo well to accus- 
tom the children to its absence 
nt homo ? We have known chil- 
dren who wore so used to being 
beaten for every little ofl'onca thoy com- 
mitted or wore supposed to have com- 
mitted at home, that they did not bohuvo 
that the teacher was in cj^ruost when he 
inBistod upon being obeyed without hold- 
ing tho rod over thuin. Thoy had boon 
so used to scolding that talking to thorn 
Wiia worse than useless. Tho rule that 
could not. be tuiforcod by corporal punish- 
ment was to them no rule at all. Wo 
have also soon children to whom ovoii a 
hiusli word was intolerably hiuuiliating. 
To whip such children would bo outi'ago- 
oUH cruelty. And thoy are in fact aoldom 
yuuisbod iu any woy. Tlioso who wi<h to 



Bee, corporal punishment banished from 
the schools should train their chil- 
dren to bo obedient without such 
punishment at hoino. To unquali- 
fiedly denounce a teachwr who has to do 
with children of all sorts and all kinds of 
homo training, for having recourse to cor- 
poral punishment is very unjust. He is 
at times placed in a most ditticult posi- 
tion. The discipline of tho aohool must 
bo maintained, and tlioro may be instances 
when he honestly believes that .corporal 
punishment is the only punishment that 
ia effective. There is this to be said, 
however, that the more children are boat- 
en tho moro they aooni to require boating, 
and that whenever the attempt to do 
without corporal pmiishmont is honestly 
made by teachers "'ho jiosses.s snlf- 
restraiut and have souio force of charac- 
ter, their success is surprising even to 
thouisolvoa. " ■ ■ -I 



ENeUSH-»P£AKlNG NATIONS. 



The spread of tho Enfrlish language in 
tho last century of the world's existence 
lias been ono of the most extraordinary 
features of its history. A hundred years 
ago English was spoken in only parts of 
the British Islands themselves. In tho 
Highlands of Scotland, in Wales and in 
S'uuo districts in Ireland Kiiglish was .an 
almost unknown tongue. Tho only lOng- 
lish-apoaking coiumuidly of any extent 
outside of (heat Britain were the people 
of the United States of America who had 
just achieved their iiidupendence. It is 
calculated that in the year 178() the num- 
ber of Eiiglish-spoakiiig people in the 
world were somewhere about fifteen mil- 
lions. There increase since that time has 
been marvellous. At homo and abroad 
the (leople who speak the English tongue 
have multiplied to an extent wholly un- 
precedented. In tho United Kingdom it- 
self tho increase has been very great, but 
it is outside of the Old Ununtry that the 
growth has been pheuoiueual. The three 
millions of English-speaking inhabitants 
of the United States have grown to up- 
wards of sixty millions. That great 
country has absorbed men of all nations, 
t ongues and peoples, and all that it has 
absorbed it has in a sense Anglicised 
From Maine to Mexico, from the Atlantic 
to tho Pacific the national language is 
Eiiylish. The i)0ople of a part of a littl 
island on the other side of the Atlantic 
have given their language to by far the 
groiitor i)ortion of the continent of North 
America. English ia the language of a 
country near the I'uiteil Slates which a 
liundred years ago was to the greater [lart 
of the population of (ueat liritfiin very 
little more than a mere geographical cx- 
[)reaaion, and to all the rest of tho world, 
except Franco, literally a terra incoijnit-.i.. 
All of Canada except a small part of its 
eastern end is the creation of the last 
century. In that time a new English- 
speaking nation, numbering some live mil- 
lions, has sprung into existence, English- 
speaking conuuunities aro found in the 
islands of the Atlantic Ocean and in South 
America. A great continent iu the South- 
ern Homisphere which was then liardly 
known to exist baa Ijccumo the Iidiuo of 
another English-speaking nation. Austra- 
lia to-day contains moro than a third as 
many English-speaking people as Great 
Britain herself did one hundred years ago. 
There i* now a chain of English-speaking 
communities extending round the whoh) 
earth, numbering now, it is calculated, in 
all, some 105,000,000. liut the wonder 
does not cease with this increase amazing 
aa it appears when it ia intelligently con- 
sidered. These English-speaking com- 
munities are nearly all young and vigor- 
ous, and it is hard to jilace bounds to their 
capacity for increase and extension. We 
hero in Canada are just beginning to have 
some faint idea of the capabilities of our 
country. When- the most that can be 
made is made of our resources, what will 
tho population of Canada be ? No man 
living can tell. It is safe to say 
that lot our progress be what it 
may the resources of this vast country 
will not be fully, or anylhiug like fully, 
iloveloiied iu a hundred years from now. 
It ia not too much to expccf that in the 
year 11)88 Canada will be a nation one 
hundred millions strung. Tlio United 
States are not anything like Idled up yet. 
I'horo is waste land in every State, and 
there are vast areas of its territory which 
have not yet been improved. It has re- 
sources that have as yet hardly been 
touched, a>id others that are capable i>f 
development to an indelinito extent. 
There is nothing to hinder its population 
increasing at a rate ecjual to that at which 
it has increased during the last hundred 
years. If it does, the part uf | he cont iuoni 
that ia now kimwii as the I'liited Stale, 
will ono hundred year.-i hence .supjiort a 
population of six hmulied millions or 
more, all speaking tho English language. 
No one knows wltat tlie capabilities uf the 
Auattttlian continent are, or to what 
extent the Islands of the South 
Pacific will be absorbed by the 
dominant race. In that region it ia .sale 
to say there will a hundred years hence 
bo nearly if not quite a hundred millions 
of the EiigliBh-sjioaking people. The pros- 
pect is, that in the year 11187 there will 
be iu all jtarts of the earlh between eight 
liuiidrcd and a thousand millions of peo- 
ple whoso mother tongue will bo English. 
I'his appears, no doubt, to many a 
wild calculation. But if in tho year 1798 
some one hud predicted that tho fifteen 
millions of English speakers that then ex- 
isted would, after the lapse of a hundred 
years, be swelled into one liundred and 
live millions, would he not bo looked u[)- 
011 as a lunatic 'I Who, a hundred years 
ago, could foresee that in thi. country now 
known as tho United States there would 
be a p'opulation of upwards uf sixty mil- 
lioim? Tho man who would make such a 
prediction would bo laughud lo acorn by 
ninety-nine people out of every hundred. 
But wo see that what would then bo regard- 
ed as impoBBible has come to pass. Who is 
venturesome enough to put bounds to the 
liossibilitios of tho future? We know that 
the countries inhabited by English speak- 
ing peoples are improvable, wojtnow'that 
scienoe is progressive, wo know that tho 
men who speak the English tongue show 
no signs of decadence. Thoy are aa vigor- 
ous in mind and body, as energetic and as 
entorpriaiiig as over thoy wore. They 



future before them. What the influence of 
this vast body of men having 0110 language 

and oiui litornture, uud in the closest 
possible comiuunicatiou with each other, 
over tho world will be, who can tell ? Will 
they grow wider ajiart as they grow older 
and become greater ? will diverse interests 
make them eiiemiea of each other ? or will 
their language and the ideas they hold in 
coininon be a bund of union 
drawing them closer and closer to- 
gether until they become a force 
in the world which it will be impoasiblo 
for any single nation, or any combination 
of nations, tti attempt to resist. Mr. 
Gladstone has, we see, contributed a 
paper 011 "'The Future of the Knglish- 
Speakiiig Races" to the Youth's (.'.dii/m/i- 
iiin, of Huston. Wo have not read it, but 
some extracts from it that wo have seiiii 
leads us to conclude that ho hopes, and 
perhaps believes, that the Eiiglifh-spoak- 
ing peoples of tlie. world will be drawn 
closer together and be more ready to co- 
opemte for their own good and the good 
of the rest of the world in tho future than 
they have been in the past.
